DIRECTIONS FOR TRANSPLANTING FRUIT TREES, &c. 


Dig your holes large, say three feet in diameter, one and a half deep, cast away the bottom spit of earth, fill up the hole to a proper heigth to receive the tree, so that the upper roots 
may be covered with three or four inches of earth when finished to a Jevel with the general surface ; ‘et this be done with the best earth which may have a sixth part of well rooted manure 2@ 
blended with it; place your tree properly (having previously pruned any bruised or mangled parts {rom the roots,) to the north east side of a stake placed in the middle of the hole for that 
purpose, cover with surlace soil, shaking the tree, see that the roots are separately extended in their natural direction, and that fine earth surrounds them in every part. A pail of water 
may advantageously be turned in after the hole is nearly filled, put in the remainder, tread down the earth, and finieh by leaving a small hollow or basin around the tree, to conduct the 
summer showers to the roots, (if planted in the fall, the basin may be omitted.) ‘Tie the tree firmly to the stake with a band of straw or hay,
